BOISE (AP) — Failure to read a legal document 
before signing it docs not excuse a party from terms 
of the agreement, the Idaho Court of- Appeals says. 

The court on Thursday unanimously rejected the 
appeal filed by a Boise couple from a lower court 
ruling that they must pay a $12,272 promissory note 
•- covering insurance premiums. The court 'also 
approved the awarding oflegal fees. 

fiwin Kogers insurance Agency, inc., an Ada" 
County company, sued Ronald and Lisa Murphy. 
The insumnee company said it provided insurance to 
ihd Mutphys, who operated a pump and well-drilling 
-company. -Becausc-of-irrcgular-paymcnts-of- 

premiums, the company got Murphy to sign a 
promissory note covering the unpaid accounts plus 
interest. 


In a counterclaim, the Mutphys alleged fraud. The 
couple said the insurance agent said he had some 
"insurance papers" to sign but didn't make it clear 
they included a promissory note.
